“The commission has been willing 
to recommend to Congress a merger 
based on guaranteed net income, or 
the continuance of the present rates 
of fare over a period of years, while 
the merger arrangements could be 
perfected, and has been willing to 
consider the initiation of service at 
cost plan, based on a cost approxi- 
mating the investments which have 
been made in developing the ‘proper- 
ties. 

“The commission is not inclined 
to recommend any merger plan 
based on a consent valuation far in 
excess of the investments which 
have been made, or in excess of the 
Valuation contended for by the 
commission in the cases before the 
courts. There is no apparent rea- 
son why a valuation of the merged 
company must be included in a mer- 
ger plan. Valuation either of 
merged or separate properties 
should be determined from time to 
time by the commission, based on 
inventories and appraisals of prop- 
erty, giving such weight to these 
and incident matters as the courts 
may decide to be required under the 
law.

Peking, June 15.—Failing to es- 
dablish a government after five 
weeks, Premier W. W. Yen prepared 
today a circular telegram to be sent 
to the provinces, announcing his 
resignation. He, feels he has been 
made the victim of militarist man- 
euvering and is declining further 
efforts to serve the country. 

Since Gen. Chang Tso-lin and 
Marshal Wu Pei Fu have failed to 
reach an agreement on some essen- 
tial points, the expected meeting is 
regarded as definitely off. In an ef- 
fort to avert a breach at a time 
when the kuominchan (national 
army), and kuomintang are press- 
ing on both sides, these two may en- 
deavor to persuade Dr. Yen to pre- 
side over the temporary government 
until the provincial elections have 
been completed. The interim gove 


ernment is necessary for obtaining | 


an agreement on the customs con- 
ference, which is eager to disperse 
after granting the Washington sur- 
taxes. 

Gen. Chang insists the foremost 
question is the destruction of the 
kuominchun, for which campaign 
(Marshal Wu will become command- 
er in chief, with Gen. Chang con- 
fining his efforts solely to operations 
fin Dolonnor and inner Mongolia.

As “Perishable Goods”

Chicago, June 15.—Children 
are “‘perishable goods’’ and con- 
sequently they can not be accept- 
ed as parcels of air mail. Mrs. 
J. Austen Allen, of Chicago, is 
anxious that her two young chil- 
dren, now visiting relatives in 
Colorado Springs, get home 
speedily and thought to use air- 
plane travel as the _  swiftest 
method. 

Mrs. Allen offered to pay the 
full first-class postage rates, 
which would have been a tidy 
sum, but the postoffice authori- 
ties declined to take the respon- 
sibility of feeding two healthy 
youngsters and assume the 
risks of transporting them 
through the air. The superin- 
tendent of the service said _ it 
would put too great a strain on 
the air pilot. 

Finally the authorities discov- 
ered the paragraph in the rules 
relating to “perishable commodi- 
ties’? which can not be accepted 
under the ergulations, so 
children were ruled out as 
mailable matter.

11 VICTIMS OF BLAST 
AT GARY IDENTIFIED 


42 of the 75 Injured Are in 
Hospitals; 17 Termed 


Seriously Hurt. 
Gary, Ind., June 15 (By A. P.). 
The last of the eleven men killed 
yesterday in a gas explosion in the 


coke by-products plant of the IIlli- 
nois Steel Co. here was identified 
today while a force of 600 men 
were put to work to clear away the 
debris of the wrecked plant which 
is to be rebuilt. 

Of the more than 75 who were 
injured, 42 tonight still remained 
in hospitals and of this number 17 
were said by doctors to be in a 
serious condition. 

Company officials said they were 
unable to determine the cause of 
the blast and their ‘investigatiéns 
might not be completed for several 
days.

“It was wonderful,’’ she _ re- 
marked, ‘‘to hear the Welsh sing 
our peace songs with us as only the 
Welsh can sing.’’

Great Britain Gives Most. 


Great Britain, making its semi- 
annual payment of interest on its 
was the largest contributor 
‘ to the day’s receipts with $67,950,- 
All of this was paid in the 
short term securities of the United 
States government, which matured 
. yesterday and, therefore, reduced 
- by that amount the total necessary 
' for the Treasury to retire. 
Italy made its first payment, $5,- 
* 000,000, under its debt agreement 
recently ratified by Congress. This 
. also was paid in United States se- 
curities, $4,450,000 in first liberty 
_loan bonds, and $550,000, in the 
short term securities retired yes- 
terday. 

While these payments automati- 
cally went toward debt retirement 
sinee they were made in securities 
of this government, the other 
nations making debt payment yes- 
terday paid in cash, but most of 
this also is required by law to be 
used for retirement of the war debt 
of the American government. 

The following cash payments 
were made: 

Belgium, $2,094,160.70; Czech- 
slovakia. $1,500,000; Esthonia, 
$50,000; Finland, $132,945; Hun- 
gary, $29,442.98; Lithuania, $76,- 
578.38; Poland, $750,000, and 
Roumania, $200,000. Latvia pre- 
viously had paid its $34,000 install- 
ment due yesterday. 

France and Jugo-Slavia, although 
they have negotiated debt agree- 
ments with this country, made no 
payments because the settlements 
are not yet in effect.

showed that Mr. Greenfield took the 
dominant part in the financial af- 
fairs of the Vare campaiga. 


Interested in $25,000 Item. 


The committee interested itself 
in the $25,000 personal contribu- 
tion which Thomas F. Watson, 
treasurer of the Republican cam- 
paign committee, had turned over 
to the Vare campaign. Senator Reed 
made persistent efforts to persuade 
Mr. Watson to explain in detail 
where he got the $25,000 cash 
which he took from his safe. But 
Mr. Watson said he had the money 
there, he took it from his 
business or from the bank from 


time to time and that it was 
lying in the safe when tie time 
came for its use. At one point, 
Senator Reed gave up in despair 
and left the committee room after 
Mr. Watson had asserted repeated- 
ly that the money was ia the safe 
and that no one had given it to him. 

Mr. Mackey said he had nothing 
to do with the financial affairs of 
the campaign. 

“That was one of the conditions 
under which I agreed to handle Mr. 
Vare’s campaign,” he said. “I 
agreed to handle men and poli- 
cies, but refused to haggle over 
money.”’ 

When Representative Vare an- 
nounced his candidacy on March 
30, Mackey said, he had a heart-to- 
heart talk with him. 

‘““*Now we're all set to go,’ I 
said. ‘You’re inexperienced @n 
Pennsylvania politics and I’m going 
to tell you what you're. up 
against.’ ’’ 

Mr. Mackey then described how 
he told Representative Vare of the 
powerful interests and organiza- 
tions behind Gov. Pinchot and Sen- 
ator Pepper. A law had  0been 
passed, Mr. Mackey said, giving 
Pinchot the power to make ap- 
pointments and fix salaries of 12,- 
000 State office holders. 

***Now,’ I said,’’ the witness ex- 
plained, ‘‘ ‘Mr. Pinchot is the great- 
est publicity man in the world. He 
knows how to get on the front page 
of the newspapers because he is 
governor, because of what he says, 
the way he says it, and because 
he is not limited by the facts. 

***Also, you’re facing a United 
States senator. He has the pres- 
tige of being in the Senate and he 
is backed by two of the greatest 
financial giants in the State, Mel- 
lon and Mr. Grundy.’ ’”’ 

Mr. Mackey then told the com- 
mittee that the primary laws in 
Pennsylvania were a curse upon 
the State. No man had a chance to 
run for office, he added, unless he is 
backed financially. 

“I found that Mr. Pepper was 
boasting publicly that he had 90 
per cent of the newspapers. I knew 
he had the Republican organization 
outside of Philadelphia af'd I knew 
the liquor interests were behind him 
and the corporations were behind 
him.”’ 

Mr. Mackey then outlined to Mr. 
Vare that the primary campaign be 
so conducted that there could be no 
question about living up to the 
most rigid interpretation of the 
election laws, even though the prim- 
aries did not legally come in the 
category of an election. 


Tells of Own Contribution, 


A personal contribution of $25,- 
000 to the campaign by Mr. Vare 
was sanctioned as being unquestion- 
ably within the limit of the law. Mr. 
Mackey said he then pointed out 
that the Pennsylvania law permitted 
.ir. Vare to appeal to the voters di- 
rectly by letter and that these ex- 
penses were not included in esti- 
mates of expenses. As a result of 
this Mr. Vare spent $71,000 in di- 
rect appeals to the voters of the 
State.

rough diamond” and ‘“‘a man of ster- 
ling probity,’ for treasurer. 
Support Given at Once. 


Support for Vare began to come 
in at once, Mr. Mackey testified, 
especially from mothers’ clubs, 
where the members expressed fear 
over the effects on the community 
and on the young people following 
the Volstead act. Business men’s 
committees and lawyers’ commit- 
tees were formed, while the appeals 
by letter caused wagon loads of 
‘letters to go out several times a 
day. 

“T had to carry the message of 
my candidate to the people,” con- 
‘tinued Mr. Mackey. “The Phila- 
delphia newspapers accused him of 
everything short of murder. And I 
want to thank the Philadelphia pa- 
pers, because they became so bit- 
ter that they made votes for Vare. 

“Mr. Pepper was making a cam- 
paign as a dry in the east and a 
wet in the west,’’ Mr. Mackey 
stated. “He wobbled and wobbled 
himself to defeat. All Pepper’s sup- 
port in Allegheny county was from 
the wets. If you took the wet vote 
away from Pepper he'd have very 
little left. He's a great senator, 
but he didn’t fit into the situation. 

“The drys were behind Gov. Pin- 
chot and that’s where I asked them 
to go. I made a speech for Gov. 
Pinchot every day. Senator Pepper 
had the support of the bootleggers 
and the brewers and the people whe 
were thriving under the law.”’ 


Says Wets Backed Pepper. 


Mr. Mackey said he left Pepper 
dry in Philadelphia and was greet- 
ed in Pittsburgh by a page adver- 
tisement in a newspaper, which 


read: ‘‘Be wet but be wise and vote 
for George Wharton Pepper.”’ 

According to Mr. Mackey, the 
continued opposition from the Pep- 
per forces required a campaign to 
offset this opposition and this all 
cost money. When Mr. Pepper first 
ran for the Senate, Mr. Mackey 
said, the vote in Pittsburgh was 
against him, while his support came 
from Philadelphia. Accordingly, 
the Pittsburgh crowd were ‘“‘the 
gang’ at that time, added the wit- 
ness. But in this year’s campalgn 
the Philadelphia people became 
“the gang’ as soon as Mr. Vare 
announced his candidacy. 

A so-called ‘‘whispering cam- 
paign,’’ engineered by the Pepper 
forces in Philadelphia, Mr. Mackey 
stated, caused much concern to the 
Vare forces. This was based on the 
idea that something mysterious was 
going to happen which would cause 
Vare’s Philadelphia support to fall 
to pieces overnight. A large meet- 
ing was arranged for by Mr. 
Mackey, he explained, at which the 
48 ward leaders all came out for 
Mr. .Vare. That, the witness said, 
was the turning point in the cam- 
paign. 

The Vare slogan, which was sent 
broadcast throughout the State, was 
“Give an American his rights,’’ Mr. 
Mackey explained. This was based 
on modification of the Volstead act 
and found tremendous response. 
Placards for the Vare ticket were 
circulated in great numbers with 
the slogan ‘‘Labor for light wines 
and beer’’—the word beer being in 
capital letters. 


Explains Watchers’ Work. 


Explaining how the watchers op- 
erated, Mr. Mackey said these men 
were in reality workers who helped 
bring out the vote and then watched 
at the polls to see that the vote was 
cast. 

These watchers were paid the day 
before election in Philadelphia, the 
witness said. 

‘“‘We'd never get any watchers if 
we didn’t pay them until after elec- 
tion,’’ he added.

FRENCH FINANCES. 

For the ninth time Aristide Briand has re- 

signed the premiership of France. Following 
te resignation of Finance Minister Peret, after 
ie had labored in vain against one obstacle 
after another, the Briand ministry decided to 
yesign in a body in order to give President 
Doumergue a free hand in providing for an- 
other ministry. The new government must be 
a coalition if it is to make any progress; but 
the situation is such as to make it highly im- 
probable that the new ministry, by whomso- 
ever headed, will last long. 
The franc is falling ominously, in spite of 
makeshift measures. There are two command- 
ing reasons for, this collapse. One is the fail- 
ure to provide sufficient revenue to balance the 
budget after refunding the foreign debt, and 
the other is the staggering payments required 
to carry the internal debt. France owes 520,- 
@00,000,000 francs, of which three-fifths is the 
fnternal debt and the remaining two-fifths the 
external debt, due principally to Great Britain 
and the United States. The budget of 1926 
ealled for payments of 23,650,000,000 francs 
on the internal debt. The military expendi- 
tures will amount to at least 5,700,000,000 
francs. 

-The shrinkage of the franc has enormously 
reduced the value of national bonds held by 
the French people. The nominal! value of these 
bonds is $62,400,000,000, but they are now 
worth only $8,370,000,000. Germany wiped 
out her entire internal debt by destroying the 
value of the mark. France might as well do 
the same, for the internal debt can never be 
paid in full. The cancellation of the internal 
debt is merely equivalent to taxing the people 
an equal amount, since practically all French 
persons are bondholders. The belief is quite 
widespread that Premier Briand has looked 
with equanimity upon the fall of the franc, 
well knowing that every point lost was a tax 
Upon the very people who have successfully op- 
posed direct taxation. 

But the wiping out of the internal debt will 
not suffice to put French credit on its feet. The 
éxternal debt must be refunded. France can 
cancel its debt to its own people, but it can not 
cance! its debts to Great Britain and the United 
States without suffering disaster in many direc- 
tions. It is surmised that possibly further 
shrinkage of the franc will be followed by ap- 
proval of the foreign debt settlements. This 
species of financing, however, proved too much 
for German experts, and it remains to be seen 
whether France can succeed in it. 
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What the country needs is some way to de- 
port the sorry ones the stork brings. 
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LORD DUNRAVEN. 


In the death of Windham Thomas Wyndham 
Quin, fourth earl of Dunraven and Mount-Earl, 
one of the most colorful personalities of mod- 
érn times has passed away. Unfortunately, he 
achieved some rather unpleasant notoriety in 
this country in connection with his second at- 
tempt to “lift” the America cup in 1895. His 
challenger, Valkyrie III, fouled and crippled 
the Defender, the yacht which represented the 
United States, and when the latter was given 
the race, he protested the decision and made 
unwarranted charges of fraud. On his refusal 
to retract and apologize, he was expelled from 
honorary membership of the New York Yacht 
club. In 1893 he had made a previous unsuc- 
cessful attempt to take the cup back to Europe 
with Valkyrie II. 

Lord Dunraven was particularly fond of the 
sea and was a first rate expert sailor, actually 
holding the British board of trade’s certificate 
as an extra master in the mercantile marine, 
but his great hobby’ was yachting. He had, 
however, many other sporting interests. He 
Was noteti as a shooter of big game, a steeple- 


chase rider, and an owner of race horses. To.

he gave the “‘tip’’ that his mare, Molly Morgan,

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GUESSING GOVERNORS. 

Nine chief executives and four representa- 
tives of the executives of other States met in 
Philadelphia Monday at the sesquicentennial 
exposition to celebrate Flag day. They were 
the representatives of the thirteen original 
States. P 

It is interesting to note that at this meeting 
seven of the governors, or those representing 
absent governors, were Democrats, and six Re- 
publicans. In such a gathering it was inevit- 
able that there should be some discussion of 
politics. 

The burden of the talk centered around 
Democratic prospects and the abrogation of the 
two-thirds rule. Gov. Alfred E. Smith was per- 
haps the most conspicuous figure among the 
chief executives. He was given a big reception 
everywhere he went, and Democrats and Re- 
publicans were mentally weighing his availa- 
bility for the nomination and his chances of 
getting it. It is notable also that a majority 
of the Southerners either expressed opposition 
to the abandonment of the two-thirds rule or 
declined to discuss it. Most of them held that 
prohibition would not be a big issue in the ap- 
proaching campaign or in 1928. Gov. Ritchie 
of Maryland, considered by many Democrats 
as Gov. Smith's most important rival for the 
nomination, expressed the opinion that States’ 
rights and not prohibition would be the lead- 
ing issue, and that the two-thirds rule would 
not be abolished. He suggested that Gov. 
Smith would be the one to benefit by a change 
in the rule. 

Among the executives representing the New 
England States a directly opposite view was 
taken. Nearly all of them were for the aboli- 
tion of the rule and they believed that prohibi- 
tion would be the principal issue in the cam- 
paign for the Presidency. Gov. Trumbull of 
Connecticut pointed out that his State had 
never ratified the eighteenth amendment, 
which, he said, was a pretty good indication of 
how the State would go in a national referen- 
dum.

It is not surprising that members of the | 
citizens’ associations to whom were submitted 
the proposals of Brig. Gen. Amos A. Fries to 
extend the length of the school day, and to 
hold sessions on Saturday morning, with a 
view to the elimination of home study, should 
vote almost unanimously against them. Three 
of these bodies—the Stanton Park, Congress 
Heights and Edgewood associations—were the 
first to act on the referendum. The vote of. 
the Stanton Park association on the elimina- 
tion of home study was 85 io 2 Fete 4 
against the suggestion that the school day in 
grade schools and normals be extended one or 
two hours, and 97 to 0 against Saturday ses- 
sions. Not a single member supported the 
proposal for additional school work. Mrs. 
Gertrude Young, principal of the Peabody- 
Hilton school, declared that additional hours 
in schools would never end home work, and 
that the only result of such a procedure would 
be to add to the fatigue of the pupils and 
render them less fit to engage in home study. 

The action of the Stanton Park association 
was typical of the other two bodies, and it is 
probable that all other associations will take 
similar action. In nearly every city and town 
in the United States from time immemorial, 
school hours have been fixed as under existing 
schedule. Saturdays have always been holi- 
days for the school children. To take away 
from them this one day in the week would 
probably injure the morale of the children and 
surely’ would deprive them of the opportunity 
for the recreation so necessary to health. 

Home study is a matter that depends very 
largely upon the students themselves. Many 
of the more ambitious and industrious boys 
and girls devote a large amount of time to 
study at home. These are the ones who excel 
in school. To eHminate all home study and 
add to the hours in school would not accom- 
plish any good purpose, and in many instances 
would perhaps lead to vigorous if not violent 
opposition. To require pupils to go to school 
on Saturdays would be only a waste of time 
and effort, as Mrs. Young asserted, and would 
probably result in a marked injury to the 
health of the children.

THE 80-CALLED CORN-SUGAR BILL. 

The House yesterday took up the so-called 
corn-sugar bill and final action on it 
pected Thursday.

This bill repeals an essential feature of the 
food law. It provides that sugar made from 
starch, presumably cornstarch, may be used in 
confectionery, bakers’ products, frozen prod- 
ucts and meats without notice to the con- 
sumer. The bureau of chemistry, charged with 
the enforcement of the food law, has found 
that starch sugar has only 65 per gent of the 
sweetening power of ordinary 
sugar.

THE BANK BILL COMPROMISE. 
It is reported that a compromise has been 


reached on the national banking bill by the 
conference committee. The tentative agree- 


ment, it is reported, will prevent branch bank- | 


ing in cities of less than 100,000 population. 
Branch banks in States which now permit them 
will be regulated in citles of more than 100,- 
000 by the comptroller of the currency. 

Branch banks in States permitting them 
after the passage of the bill will be limited to 
one in cities between 100,000 and 250,000 pop- 
ulation, two in cities between 250,000 and 
500,000 population, three in cities between 
500,000 and 750,000, four in cities between 
750,000 and 1,000,000, and five in cities of 
more than 1,000,000 population. 

A compromise as to the charter of the Fed- 
eral reserve system is reached, providing that 
charters will be allowed to run until 1984, 50 
years after the expiration, in 1934, of the 
present charter.

The Treaty With Turkey. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
In a letter to The New York Times, 
dated New York, June 5, 1926, 
David Hunter Miller gives the text 
of the resolution adopted by the 
Northern Baptist convention recent- 
ly held at Washington regarding a 
treatx with Turkey. The points

for more motor cars and trucks 
cannot but mean a bigger tire mar- 
ket. 

Falling prices of rubber which 
characterized the first six months 
of the year also have desweetened 
to some extent the former joy of 
the tire makers. Swollen prices for 
crude rubber meant high profits for 
crude rubber products, of which 
tires are chief. The drop in the 
price of rubber did not catch many 
producers with large stocks to mark 
down, but it did narrow the margin 
of profit, with the result that 1926 
will hardly be as profitable to the 
tire industry, taking it as a whole, 
as was 1925. 

Automobile accessory companies 
did their biggest month’s business 
in February. Since then business 
has been dropping somewhat, al- 
though earnings during the first 
quarter of 1926 were,sas a rule, 
higher than they were during the 
llast quarter of 1926. The easing 
off is regarded, however, as sea- 
sonal and temporary, with brisk 
business anticipated for the fall 
trade. Experience has shown that 
this industry is peculiarly respon- 
sive to advertising and the lack of 
general advertising on a big scale is 
regarded in some trade quarters as 
largely responsible for the lessened 
earnings.

Baltimore, June 15 (By A. P.). 
The life work of Dr. Aaron Ember 
noted Johns Hopkins’ university 
Egyptologist, may year bear fruit. 
Dr. Ember’s vain attempt to res- 
cue his research records, to have 
been presented to the world in a 
book expected by Egyptologists to 
prove that the tongue of the an- 
cient Egyptians was of Semitic ori- 
gin, allied with ancient Hebrew, 
caused the death of himself, his 
wife and 6-year-old son and a maid 
when fire destroyed his home 
the early morning of May $1. 

Dr. Ember had planned to issue 
the book in four volumes, the first 
to come out next year. Parts of 
the manuscript and notes have been 
recovered from the ruins, Dr. F. 
R. Blake, newly appointed head of 
Baltimore City college, who worked 
with Dr. Ember in some of his re- 
searches, said today. ‘I think it 
may be found that the four volumes 
may be built up from the remain- 
ing manuscripts and notes,’ Dr. 
Blake said. Only the center of the 
pages of part of the first volume 
manuscript remain, he said. 

Mrs. Ember, when Dr. Ember at- 
empted to save the family from 
the house, sent him back after the 
manuscript, believing the danger 
to be not great. She and the boy 
perished in a_ second-floor 
room, the maid died in a first-floor 
hallway, and Dr. Ember succumbed 
to burns two days later.

BROWN MURDER TRIAL 


DEFERRED UNTIL FALL 


Attorneys State They Will 
Answer Killing Charge With 
Insanity Plea. 


The trial of Thomas B. Brown. 
indicted for first degree murder. 
which was scheduled for Monday in 
criminal court, was continued until 
the October term of the court ‘ves- 
terday by Justice Stafford at the re- 
quest of Attorneys Dickey & Kriz, 
counsel for Brown. 

The main reason for the continu- 
ance was the statement by the de- 
fense attorneys that it would be 
impossible to prepare a defense of 
insanity in the short period before 
the scheduled date for the trial. 
Brown is alleged to have shot Miss 
Fraances Voegele June 2 at Four- 
teenth and Euclid streets northwest 
after attempting to drag her into 
his automobile. Jealousy is said to 
have been the motive. 

According to the affidavit pre- 
sented by Attorneys Dickey & Kriz 


| in support of the motion for a con- 


tinuance Brown served in the army 
from 1893 to 1900—was in active 
service in the Cuban campaign and 
subsequently served in the Philip- 
pines. During this service, it is 
stated, Brown suffered from vari- 
ous tropical fevers, including ma- 
laria. Due to the nature of these 
ailments, it is stated, it is natura] 
to conclude that one or more of 
them should result in a manifesta- 
tion of a mental ailment. 


PARK BOARD PLANS 
NEW PARADE ROUTE 


Discussion Centers on Widen- 
ing of B Street N. W. and 
Extension to Capitol. 


A new parade route for Wash- 
ington was planned yesterday by 
the city and parking planning com- 
mittee of the National Capital park 
and planning commission, its dis- 
cussion centering on the widening 
of B street northwest, and its ex- 
tension to the Capitol. It recom- 
mended that the thoroughfare be 


given a uniform width of 80 feet 
between curb lines. Center parking 
features were also recommended. 
The street now runs from the Po- 
tomac river east to Sixth street, and 
from Third street to the Capito) 
grounds. It would serve as a route 
to Arlington and part of a projected 
route. from Union station to the 
Capitol and Arlington Memoria] 
bridge. 

A letter to Secretary of War 
Davis from C. H. Raub, 2315 I 
street, suggesting a parked plot in 
the square bounded by E street, 
Fourteenth street, Pennsylvania 
avenue and Fifteenth street, and 
the widening of E street for traffic 
between Thirteenth and Fifteenth 
was received. Mr. Raub further 
suggested that E street be extended 
in front of the Municipal building 
to Thirteen-and-a-half street, at 
which point it would join Pennsy)- 
vania avenue. No action was taken, 
the land suggested for changes 
being a prospective site for new 
government buildings.

SUIT AGAINST MELLON 
BACK ON CALENDAR 


Rehearing in Libel Action of 
Brewer Against Secretary 


Is Granted. 


The $500.000 libel suit filed by 
Charles B. Brewer, former special 
assistant to the Attorney General, 
against Andrew W. Mellon, Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, which was 
thrown out March 19 on a demurrer 
filed by Attorney Frank J. Hogan, 
counsel for the Secretary,. is back 
again up on the calendar of the cir- 
cuit court for argument. Justice 
William Hitz, who sustained the de- 
murrer, set aside his order and 
granted Mr. Brewer a rehearing. 

The suit results from a letter 
written March 3, 1925, by Mr. Mel- 
lon to President Coolidge in which 
the Secretary commented upon the 
report of a special congressional 
committee which investigated Mr. 
Brewer's charges that there had 
been an enormous duplication of 
liberty bonds at the bureau of en- 
graving and printing. 

Mr. Brewer took offense at ref- 
erences made to him and to the 
charges he made before the commit- 
tee. It is probable that the demur- 
rer will be reargued before the sum- 
mer recess.
